ment, was instantly kilfed by the ex- 
plosion of a chemical engine tank, Mrs. 
Samuel T. Combs was burned in res- 
cuing her seven children from her home 
and two residences were destroyed in 
a fire a mile west of the city limits, 
near Page avenue, at 3 a. m., Saturday. 

Uetz was decapitated. His 
who had been watching the fire from 
the front yard of their home at 6710 
Raymond avenue, ran with others to 
the place. She became hysterical when 


a bystander, who did not know her, told 
her it was her husband who was killed. 

After escaping from her burning home 
at 6739 Schofield avenue, Mrs. Combs 
re-entered it three times to rescue her 
children who were overcome by smoke. 
When she swooned after carrying out 
the last of the imperiled children neigh- 
bors who ran to pick her up found that 
her hands and face were burned and 
her hair scorched. She is under 2 
physician's care. 

Awakened by Flames. 

Mrs. Combs’ husband, a night watch- 
man, was away from home. She was 
awakened by the crackling of flames 
and found the ceiling of her bedroom 
blazing. ‘ 

Two of her children, Norman, seven, 
and Annie, five, were asleep in the 
same room. Taking one under each 
arm she ran to the rear door, but found 
it locked. In her excitement she was 
unable to open it. She ran back 
through the burning room to the front 
dcor. Laying the children in the vard 
she returned to the house. 

Groping her way through the dense 
smoke she found her 18-year-old 
daughter, Alma, unconscious. She 
dragged Alma into the yard and 
again entered the blazing building. 
This time she aroused her son, 
Samuel, 21 years old, and led him to 
the door. Then she went to the room 
adjoining the one where the fire 
started and dragged out Rufus, 6; 
Leslie, 4, and Opal, 2. 

When it was discovered that the 
Combs residence was in flames neigh- 
bors fired revolvers as signals for 
the volunteer fire fighters. 

Chemical engine No. 2, commanded by 
Uetz was the first to reach the fire. 

Uetz turned the cock at the end of 
one of the chemical tanks. 

This operation breaks a bottle in the 
top of the tank and the contents of 
the bottle mixes with another chemical 
in the body of the tank to generate a 
highly carbonized fluid with which to 
quench the fire. 

Uetz had given but one turn when 
the tank burst. His body was hurled 
high in the air. The tank landed nearly 
two blocks away. 

Failed to Open Nozzle. 

QO. J. Kortkamp, chief of the Univer- 
sity City fire department, which had 
also been summoned, said he believed 
Uetz was not .fully awake when he 
turned the cock and that he neglected 
to open the nozzle of the tank before 
doing so. 

This confined the tremendous pressure 
to. the tank, and it gave way under 
the strain, 

The effect when the burning tank 
went sailing through the air was that 
of a huge skyrocket. The tank, five

QUAKES IN TURKEY 101 


Total Injured Reaches 6000, Ac. 
cording to Estimates of U. §S. 
Gunboat Officers. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 17.— An 
appalling;story of suffering and dam- 
age caused by the recent earthquake 
in the region about the Sea of Mar- 
mora was told by the members of the 
expedition dispatched Aug. 14 to the 
stricken district on board the United 
States gunboat Scorpion, guardship 
at Constantinople, which returned 
here today. 

J. Cornell Tarler, second secretary 
of the United States Embassy, and 
the special mission of four doctors 
cn board, estimates the number of 
killed in the various towns and ‘vil- 
lages at 3000, while the total of 
those injured reaches 6000. 

It was found impossible to ap- 
proach several villages on account of 
the odors arising from the bodies 
buried among the ruins, Other vil- 
lages were simply heaps of charred 
debris. The plight of the survivors 
has been rendered worse on account 
of the difficulty of obtaining build- 
ing material. 

Earthquakes continue almost daily 
at many places along the coast. Six 
shocks were felt yesterday and many 
damaged houses collapsed. 

Hill Split Open, 

In several villages visited by the ex- 
pedition some of the houses which :p- 
parently were undamaged were found to 
consist of empty shells, the whole of the 
interiors having collapsed. At Myrio- 
phite the appearance of the town was 
deceptive because a number of the 
houses standing on the street front, 
surrounded by gardens, were intact, but 
immediately in the rear scarcely a stick 
or stone was left upright. Numerous 
fissures were observed in the ground, 
but none of great size, although the 
villagers reported that a cleft nearly 
20C feet deep had opened in a hillside, 
eight miles inland. 

The people throughout the » Cinteiet ap- 
peared stunned by the catastrophe and 
made no attempt to help themselves, 
sitting and brooding over their misfor- 
tunes and awaiting the arrival of relief. 

The Red Crescent Society and the 
philanthropic societies are doing good 
work in the district, the Red Crescert 
having dispatched missions into the in- 
terior to assist the sufferers. ' 

The Turkish transport Bezzm-Y-Alem 
has been converted into a hospital ship 
and anchored off the coast. 

Americans Treat Patients, 

The American medical mission, after 
treating 300 patients and finding that 
its work was overlapping that of other 
missions, handed over its supplies and 
medical stores to the Vali of Adrian- 
ople, who is superintending the work on 
the scene. 

The American Red Cross Society con- 
tinues to dispatch supplies to the suf- 
ferers, and the foreign colonies here 
purpose to collect subscriptions under 
the patronage of their respective lega- 
tions.

CHAMPAIGN, IIl., Aug. 17.—Because 
his wife objected to his using a mechan- 
ical device, invented by him, at the 
University of Illinois, for punishing their 
child, Prof. Duff Andrew Abrams, beat 
her, and she had him arrested.

Abrams is associate professor in the 
engineering experiment station at the 
University of Ilhnojs, in applied and 
theoretical mechanics. He applied his 
theoretical mechanics to the erection of 
a spanking machine, for the chastise- 
ment of children without the usual man- 
ual labor. When he tried to demon- 
strate the practicability of the device on 
his little son, the mother objected. 

Neighbors inter- 
fered, saving the child from a spanking, 
and allowing the mother to escape. 

Professor Called “Genius.” 

Mrs. Abrams called in two policemen 
and.a constable. She said today: ‘‘The 
matter is closed “as far as I am con- 
cerned.” She got a portion of the fur- 
niture, and took the child with her. It 
is said the council of administration of 
the university and the board of trustees 
will consider the dismissal of the profes- 
sor at their next meeting. 

The device that caused the trouble 
weighs about 20 pounds, is constructed of 
aluminum and bamboo, and the “spat- 
ters” are padded, so as to punish but 
not injure the ‘‘patient.’’

Occurs Close to the Monte- 
negrin. Border. 

















CETTINJE, Montenegro, Aug. 17.—A 
band of. Mohammedans, supported by 
Turkish troops, attacked a section of 
the Christian population in the Berana 
district of Albania, which lies close to 
the Montenegrin frontier. A fierce fight 
ensued and women and children are 
reported to have been murdered by, 
wholesale. Many girls were made cap- 
tive and carried off by the Mohamme- 
dans. 
A large number of Christians and 
their families have taken refuge in Mon- 
tenegro. The Government has ordered 
the Minister of War, Gen. Vukoties, to 
proceed to the frontier and personally 
take charge of the situation in an ef- 
_ffort to maintain order. 

















The massacre of Christians at Berana 
reported in dispatches from Cettinje is 
the second outbreak of this nature in the 
Balkans within two weeks, and may 
have an important effect upon,the al- 
ready strained relations between the 
* Ottoman Empire and its neighbors to 
the north. 
On Aug. 9 last a massacre of Bulga- 
rians lasting several hours followed the 
explosion of a bomb in the market place 
Kolschana, in European Turkey. The 
infuriated Turks, who suspected the Bul- 
garians of perpetrating the bomb out- 
rage, are reported to -have slain 140 
Christians, besides wounding several 
hundred others. 
Feeling which had been aroused 
throughout Bulgaria by acute political 
relations between Bulgaria and Turkey 
was intensified by the massacre, and the 
Bulgarian Government strongly protest- 
ed to Turkey. In reply Turkey informed 
the Bulgarian Minister that a commis- 
sion had been appointed to inquire into 
the disturbance and that the Porte pro- 
foundly regretted that innocent Bulga- 
rian lives had been sacrificed. The 
Turkish Government also announced 
that it was determined to punish the 
guilty and intended to take active meas- 
ures to prevent a repetition of the mas- 
sacre.

Postal Rights and Wrongs. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Your editorial on ‘Our Postal System,” is good, 
but don’t you know that the individual, the 
citizen, has no postal rights? That any use of 
the mails is a mere privilege? And that whatever 
laws are proposed are generally to perpetrate a 
postal wrong, as in Senator Hoke Smith’s amend- 
men to the Postoffice Appropriation bill, adopted 
by the Senate and now pending in the House, 
which discriminates against all other publications, 
and in favor of dailies and weeklies, by requiring 
all but dGailles and weeklies to be shipped by 
freight or else pay double the postage rate 
charged the dailies and weeklies, Of course, the 
Government has no more right than the railroads, 
to discriminate or play favorites in the matter of 
transportation charges and service, ‘ 
All publications admitted, and properly belong- 
nig, to the postal division known as “second 
class” should be accorded the same service at the 
same rate. This is simple, obvious justice—but 
justice has few advocates in this case; perhaps 
for the same prudent reason that prompts me to 
withhold my signature to this—a reason eloquent- 
ly indicated in the title of your editorial.

The Government had a strong motive in inter- 
cepting information sent to Senator La Follette, 
and the indications are that it did not stop short 
of crime in its methods. 

There is no surprise at these _ indications. 
There have been repeated revelations of an ex- 
tensive spy system in this country until its ex- 
istence is generally accepted as a commonplace 
of governmental policy and practice. The idea 
of a “secret service,” which was the outgrowth 
of the Civil War period, and was at first excused 
on the score of »the Government’s military neces- 
sity, has been tolerated with singular compla- 
iicen¢y by a free citizenship. Under this compla- 
cency has grown up a spy system that amounts 
| t® an industry. Congress openly expends large 

sums for the maintenance of this powerful secret 
department, of which the people are not ap- 
prised. : 

The people areits victims. Its functions are ex- 
erted rarely on their behalf but systematically on 
behalf of the various’ branches of officialdom. Its 
operations are privately directed, and its results 
are private property. It is an institution character- 
istic of a Government in league with Privilege 
in respect of many things, and employed about 
their mutual interests. Its rapid extension has 
been coincident with the growing partnership of 
Bureaucracy and Plutocracy in the past few 
+l years, and in one subtle way and another it has 
assisted in the upbuilding and protection of the 
Great Graft. 

The great hive of spies and informers in the 
United States is the most systematic, far-reach- 
ing and all-seeing the world has known. Beside 
its comprehensiveness, the similar appurtenance 
of Russian bureaucracy is a simple, crude affair. 
The growth of the spy system is one of the most 
portentous signs that warn the country of ad- 
ministrative despotism and a perverted Federal 
Government. 

jIn a country ostensibly free the prying agericy 
must, in the nature of things, be exerted main- 
ly against the interests of the people. Yet it 
makes itself felt only when it violates the most 
personal and intimate rights of the citizen with 
rude and violent hand. We cry halt when it bru- 
tally intercepts and rifles the citizen’s mail, 
scarcely taking the trouble to conceal its marks. 

On such ap occasion we may prudently inquire 
how far our rights in general are at the mercy 
of an enmeshing, inimical secrecy, manned at a 
thousand points by ruthless vigilance—an inge- 
nious system of infinite facilities, undreamt of 
sources of information, invisible avenues and 
underground channels of communication. 

How far is the free and open life of the nation 
undermined, how far is Americgn liberty itself 
imperiled by a disguised power that may be 
thrown to any purpose, political or industrial, 
which its silent commanders indicate? What 
would habeas corpus be worth as against its si- 
lent grasp in an extremity? What of the right 
of free speech, what of the right to labor, or 
even the right of life in a conceivable case, as 
against a vast concealed power protected as it is 
commissioned by Government? Are not these

To derive out of alcohol the 
rourishment contained in a simple meal 
would require a quantity of the beverage 
sufficient to paralyze one with drink, 
and in many cases enough to kill from 
the effects of alcoholic polsoning. 

Many ingenious scientific tests have 
proved beyond any doubt that alcohol, 
contrary to the popular belief, does not 
increase the power either of muscle or 
ce. mind. On the other hand, these tests 
have shown that even moderate use of 
liquors materially diminishes muscular 
power, weakens the imagination and 
riunts the normal judgment. 


There is sufficient evidence presented [| 


by medical science to show that alcohol 
is one of the most powerful poisons to 
the cells and tissues of the body. It tg 
one of the powefful agents that lead to 
the hardening of the arteries. 

“4 man is as old as his arteries,” ts a 
trite saying in medicine. When arteries 
are hard they lose their natural re- 
siliency and become smaller in caliber. 
The loss on the part of blood vessels of 
these essential qualities makes them 
poor channels for the transmission of 
blood, the life juice of the body, to the 
different organs and tissues of the body. 
From this there results a multitude of 





























It marks the beginning of that slow 
and insidious undermining of the integ- 
rity of the active cells in the vital 
organs which finally leads to their de- 
seneration and death. 


The digestive organs~-are the first 
to suffer, Then the heart, the liver 
and kidneys, the brain and nerves— 
all these vital organs af the body are 
apt to become affected.

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CHAPTER XII. | 


The Presidency Looms Up. 


N the spring of 1911 it became 
evident that a sentiment look- 
ing toward Mr. Wilson's nom- 
ination for the presidency was 
abroad in the nation. The sug- 
‘géstion had been made long 

ago—several years ago——but it had 
had no mofe than faint interest till 
the Governor's masterful grapple 
with the difficulties of practical polli- 
tics at the New Jersey capital had 
hy gt country-wide attention upon 

m. 

A few friends took it upn them- 
selves to arrange an itinerafy among 
some of the cities that wanted to see 
New Jersey's Governor, and he put 
himself in their hands to the extent 
of agreeing to get on a train with 
the itinerary in his pocket and fare 
forth toward the nearest point at 
least. 

Before he returned he had trav- 
eled 8000 miles, made 26 speeches 
|) addressed thousands of people, *and 
been acclaimed in eight states as the 
next President. Stopping to rest over 
night at Washington, ‘as he neared 
home, the hotel to which he went 
was besieged by Senators and Rep- 


acquaintance with the man about 
whom the whole country was talking. 

To answer the constant demands 
of the newspapers for information, a 
press bureau was established, its 
modest expenses met by the chipping- 
in of personal friends, man oa them 
Princetonians. The State. Committee 
of his party—which had thrown off 
the old domination and was now a 
group of freed and enthusiastic men 
—announced New Jersey’s Governor 
as her choice for the presidency and 
opened headquarters in Trenton to 
promote his nomination. 

Early in January, 1912, Gov. Wil- 
son was pregen’ as a guest at the 
Jackson ay banquet, attended by 
all the members of the Democratic 
National Committee and the most 
prominent men of the party from all 
over the country, gathered in Wash- 
ington; and there made an address 
so tommanding in power that he 
fairly swept the 800 off their feet 
with the vision of duty and oppor- 
tunity which beckoned the party of 
the people in this hour of national 
crisis, 

So brief a narrative as this could 
reveal but imperfectly the personal- 
ity whose development it essayed to 
trace; nor could any assessment of 
it, in closing, do much to remedy the 
imperfection. Some few matters of 
fact might be added a little to round 
out the picture: 

Mr. Wilson’s face, photographed tn 
repose, is familiar; but it is not the 
same face, animated; his photographs 
do not show the man whom his 
friends know. The lines of sadness 
which mark the photographs disap- 
pear in conversation, in public speech. 
A suffusion of kindliness overflows 
his countenance the moment his at- 
tention is drawn; swift play of ex- 
pression marks the interest with 
which he listens. His laugh, like that 
of the reprobate whom Mark Twain 
engaged to applaud during his first 
lecture, is hung on a hair-trigger. He 
resents the suggestion that his pro- 
file is remarkably like that of Jo- 
seph Chamberlain as that British 
statesman (whom he despises) was 
in after days, but it is. 

Mr. Wilson is of good height, sturd- 
ily built, with. square shoulders: he 
stands erect and on his feet, If you 
want mannerisms, you note that his 
hands seek his trousers pockets, that 
he changes his glasses with much 
care when he looks down at a docu- 
ment or up from it; that every time 
he has used his pen he wipes it care- 
fully with a cloth taken from a 
drawer, into which he painstakingly 
replaces it, closing the drawer. There 
is a certain trained precision of habit 
in matters of routine—and a free 
spontaneity in others. There would 
be a gray grimness about him ex- 
cept for the pocketed hands, a fre- 
quent sunburst of a smile, and a 
voice like music, 

Wilson's family consists of his wife 
and three daughters; Margaret, Jés- 
sie and Eleanor. 

Gov. Wliison is an indefatigable 
worker, used to long hours at the 
desk. During his first year in office 
he amazed the Statehouse. It was 
bad enough in the spring, but worse 
when summer came and the Governor 
was still to be found during the hot- 
test weather constantly at the capl- 
tol, in the burning city. Passersby on 
the street caught glimpses of the 
Governor in his shirt-sleeves work- 
ing hard way into the night, 

This biography has found no time 
to dwell, as it would like to have 
dwelt, on many of the enlarging and 
enriching, though undramatic, events 
of the scholar’s life; on holidays in 
Europe; on the preparation for the 
writing of books, such as the “lAfe 
of George Washington” and the mon- 
umental “History of. the American 
People.” ‘ 

It could not tell of the happiness of 
his family life. It has not hinted at 
his shyness, that love of retirement, 
inherited with the strain of his 
mother’s blood, which had to be over-
